LID OF REVOLUTION 


President Makes Public a 


Letter To1 Cuban 


People. 


Oyster Bay, Kept 13.—After the sit 


tins of the c ib n"t council it was an 
nounced tlut Secretary of War Taft, 
accompanied by Robert Bacon, assist- 
ant secretary o[ !/,;.:e, will leave Sun- 
day for Cuba ao a :>pccinl embassy 
from the prooi'icnt to make a thor- 
ough Investigation of comlitiors tlierc 
and lend their influence to icslore 
peace. 


President Roosevelt albo addressed 


a letter of th? utmost importitnce 
to Senor Quosada, Cuban minister to 
the Uuitcil States. It is an impas- 
sioned plea to Cuba to icaiizc her re- 
sponsibility as a self governing repub- 
lic and to rcstoie peace in the island. 
Her attention is called in no uncer- 
tain language to th<j responsibility 
which the United States bears to the 
Island and the certainty that such re- 
sponsibility will necessarily be exer- 
cised should peace not be preserved. 
The president says in the letter that 
he has certain information that the 
peace of the island is menaced and 
that American property has been de- 
stroyed. 
The letter follows in full: 


"In this crisis in the affairs of tl'e 


republic of Cuba. I write you not 
merely because you are the minister 
of Cuba accredited to this govern- 
ment, but because you and I were in- 
timately drawn together at Uie time

•when the United States Intervened In 
the affairs of Cuba, with the result of 
making her an independent nation. 
You know how sincere my affection 
and admiration and regard for Cuba 
are. 
You know that I never have 


done, and never shall do, anything in 
reference to Cuba save with sirch sin- 
cere regard for her welfare. Yon also 
know the pride I felt because it came 
to me as president to withdraw tho 
American troops from the island of 
Cuba and officially to proclaim her in- 
dependence and to wish her godspeed 
In her career as a free republic. I 
desire now through you to say a word 
of solemn warning to your people, 
•whose earnest well wisher I am. For 
seven years Cuba has been in a con- 
dition of profound peace and of stead- 
ily 
growing 
prosperity. 
For 
four 


years this peace and prosperity have 
obtained und* her own independent 
government. 
Her peace, prosperity 


and independence are now menaced, 
for of all possible evils that can be- 
fall Cuba the" worst is the evil of an- 
archy into which civil war and revo- 
lutionary disturbances will assuredly 
throw her. 
Whoever is responsible 


for armed revolution and outrage, 
whoever is responsible in any way for 
the condition that now obtains, is an 
enemy of Cuba, and doubly heavy Is 
the responsibility of the man who, af- 
fecting to be the especial champion 
of Cuban independence, takes any 
step which will jeopardize that inde- 
pendence. For there is just one way 
In which Cuban independence can be 
secured, and that Is for the Cuban 
people to show their ability to con- 
tinue In their path of peaceful and 
orderly progress. This nation asks 
nothing of Cuba save that it shall 
continu to develop as it has devel- 
oped during the past seven years: 
that It shall know and practice the 
orderly liberty which will assuredly 
bring an ever-Increasing measure of 
peace nod prosperity to the beautiful 
Qaeea of .the^Antllles. Oar Interven- 
tion ta (**•* MUrt will o«ly com If

sary to peaceful self-government' and 
that her contending factions have 
plunged the country Into anarchy. 


"I solemnly adjure all Cuban patri- 


ots to band together, to sink all differ- 
ences and personal ambitions and to 
remember that th* only way that they 
can preserve the independence of tho 
republic is to picv»nt the necessity of 
outside interference by rescuing it 
from the anarchy cf civii war. ! 
earnestly hope that this word of ad- 
juration of mine, given in the name of 
the American people, the stancheM 
friends and well T Ishers of Cuba thai 
there are in all the world, will o» 
taken as it is meant; will bo seriously 
considered and will be acted upon, 
and if so acted u'.ion Cuba's perma- 
nent independence, her 
permanent 


success as a rcimbl'c, are assured. 


"Under the Monty with your govern- 


ment I, as president of the United 
States. ha:e a duty In th'.s matter 
which I cafi not shirk. The third arti- 
cle of that treaty explicitly confers 
upon the United States the right to 
fntervene 
for 
Uie maintenance in 


Cuba of a government adeauate for 
the protection of lifo. property and in- 
dividual liberty. The tieaty confer- 
ring this riuht is the supreme law of 
the land, and furnishes me with the 
right and means of fulfilling the obli- 
gation that I am vmder to 
protect 


American interests. The information 
at hand shows that the social bonds 
throughout the Island have been so 
relaxed that life, property and indi- 
vidual liberty are no longer safe. I 
have received authentic information 
of injury to and destruction of Amer- 
ican property. It is in my judgment 
imperative for the sake of Cuba that 
there shall be an immediate cessation 
of hostilities and some arrangement 
which will secure the permanent paci- 
fication of the island. 


'"I nm sending to Havana the secre- 


tary of war, Mr. Taft. and the assist- 
ant secretary of state. Mr. Bacon, as 
the special representatives 
of this 


government, who will render such aid 
as is possible toward these ends. I 
had hoped that Mr. Root, the secre- 
tary of state, could ha've stopped In 
Havana on his return from South 
America, but the seeming imminence 
of the crisis forbids further delay. 


"Through yon J desire in this way 


to communicate with the Cuban gov- 
ernment and with tlfe Cuban people, 
and accordingly I am sending you a 
copy of this letter to be presented to 
President "alma, and have also di- 
rected its immediate publication." 


Secretary Taft said as he left Oys- 


ter Bay that he had no idea as to the 
length of his visit to Cuba. He indi- 
cated that there would be no haste in 
the investigation made there. Aside 
from this information no discussion 
will be di-ulged by those attending 
the conference, the statement being 
made that the letter of the president 
was intended to cover the whole Cu- 
ban situation so far as it was desir- 
able to do so in the public pi int. 


Senator Albert Bcveridge of Indi- 


ana, a member of the senate commit- 
tee on Cuban relations, also partici- 
pated in the conference. 


AWAIT DEVELOPMENTS. 


Cuba Will Soon Be Surrounded by a 


Fleet of Eight Warshios. 


Washington, Sept. 15.—Senor Padro 


Almeida, charge of the Cuban lega- 
tion, when apprised that Secretary 
Taft and Assistant Secretary Bacon 


%would leave for Cuba, immediately 
cabled the anouncement to his gov- 
ernment. Speaking of the announce- 
ment Senor Padro made this state- 
ment: "I r-gard the visit ot Secretary 
of War Taft and Assistant Secretary 
of State Bacon to Havana at this time 
as of the greatest importance. Know- 
Ing that these American officials have 
the good of the Cuban government at 
heart. I feel assured that good will 
result from their visit to our capital. 
I will imr-dlntely cable this news to 
my government." 


Having made every 
preparation 


for eventualities in Cuba, the officials 
In "Washington who are temporarily 
acting as heads of the 
military 


branches of the government did noth- 
ing more than await developments 
and watch the execution of the plans 
they formed. 


Within a very short time a fleet of
